GOVERNMENT IS SUSTAINED _ 


BY A MAJORITY OF EIGHT 
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Division Taken in Legislature on 
A. & G.W. Railway Company 
Agreement Amendment. 
Vote is 23 to 15. 


MR. BENNETT CHALLANGES 
MR. CORNWALL’S RIGHT TO VOTE 


Attorney-General Cross is Com- 
pletely Vindicated of Charge of 
Obtaining $12,000 from 
Telephone Company. 


The Big Speech of the Afternoon Was 
Made by Hon. Duncan Marshall, 
Who Replied to the Arguments 
Presented by R. B. Bennett the 
Previous Night—The eDbate Clos- 
ed by J. R. Boyle and Vote Was 
Taken Shortly after Nine O'clock— 
C. M. O'Brien Gets His Amend- 
ment Passed. 


The most sensational legislative 
debate in the history of the province 
of Alberta came to a close last night 
shortly after nine o’clock, and the 
division of the House resulted in 
the government being sustained by 
a vote of 23 to 15. The first vote taken 
was og the amendment of J. W. 
Woolf, of Cardston, which provided 
‘that the proposals of W. H. Clarke, 
president of the A. & G, W. Co., to 
further guarantee the fulfilment of 
the contract be accepted. These were 
set out in his létter to the Premier, 
bearing date of February 23rd last. 

This amendment was approved of 
by the government and_ received 
their hearty support. It also satis- 
fied some of the Liberal members of 
the Legislature, who at first had been 
disposed to citicise the agreement 
made with the railway company. 

Debate Lasted a Week. 

The debate lasted a week and was 
carried on at both afternoon and 
evening sessions, a)] other business be- 
ing set aside w oring it to a conciu- 
sion. It was opened by the state- 
ment of Hon. W. H. Cushing’s res- 
sons for resignation, given last Fri- 
day afiernoon, and the premier’s re- 
ply. Then came Mr. Boyle’s resolu- 
tion, secondea by Dr. Warnock, Pin- 
cher, calling for the cancellation of 
the railway by the provincia] govern- 
ment. This was afterwards modified 
on Monday afternoon by the adoption 
of the amendment of E. H._ Riley, 
Gleichen, seconded by J. M, Glenden- 
ning, Nanton, that “the contract was 
not such as would commend itself to 
the. members of this House.” 

Government’s House. 

On Monday evening the government 
first showed its hand, when Mr. 
Woolf produced his amendment, with 
the approval of the government, that 
Mr. Clarke’s proposals be adopted 
and incorporated into the agreement, 
also that an effort be made to get the 
company te allow the million dollar 
security, which they offered, to lie in 
the banks for five years after com- 
pletion of the line. This amendment 
was second by J. A. McDougall, 
Edmonton, but on the vote did not re- 
ceive his support. 

The issue was then squareiy before 
the members and the debate continu- 
ed from day to day throughout the 
week till the atvision came last night 
resulting in the government being 
sustained. - 

The incident of the evening was 
the challenging of the right to vote of 
J. K. Cornwall, Peace River, by R 
B, Bennett, on the ground that he 
had financial interest in the question 
before the House. This Mr. Cornwall 
denied, and. Mr. Bennett intimated 
that later he would move that the case 
be referred to the committee on elec- 
tions and privileges, 

C. M. O’Brien also secured the pas- 
sage, without a division, of an 
amendment asking the government to 
endeavor to secure a minimum wage

Cushing in connection with the same 
matter. The declaration, which was 
a lengthy one, fully covered every 
possible phase of the charge and to 
each gave emphatic and complete de- 
nials. 

Hon. Mr. Cross, in speaking fur- 
ther after reading the declaration, 
stated that the junior member for 
Calgary (Mr. Bennett) had either one 
of two courses open. Either he had 
to lay a direct charge against him 
(Mr. Cross) or he had to have an in- 
formation sworn out against Mr. 
Hopkins for perjury. He quoted 
instances of the procedure in the Do- 
minion House when’ charges were 
made by J. Israel Tarte and J. F. 
Lister. 

“Now, I want to say,” continued 
Mr. Croas, “as I said last night, that 
if the junior member for Calgary will 
make the statement outside the 
House I will at once bring a civil ac- 
tion against him for slander or an ac- 
tion for criminal defamation. And 
it is only because he is protected in 
his statement in the Legislature that 
action cannot be taken against him 
by me or any other member in similar 
circumstances, 

“As I said before, he has only two 
courses. He can either make a for- 
mal charge or he can sit silent in his 
seut. If he does the latter I brand 
him as a scandal monger and a 
coward and I say these words ad- 
visedly.” 

Bennett's Reply. 

R. B. Bennett, in reply, said he 
would like to have his remarks taken 
down verbatim. He would repeat 
what he had said the previous night 
as nearly as he remembered it, and if 
his statement was not then correct he 
would make it so now. The attorney 
general, with specious argument, had 
endeavored to place a new construc- 
tion on the whole question. He then 
repeated the story as he had heard it 
and concluded: ’ 

“I did not by word, thought, nor in- 

sinuation say that the senior law offi- 
cer of the province was guilty of any 
improper conduct, and I have learned 
later that Hopkins has said that he 
had no authority for making the state- 
ment that he did. It is Hopkins the 
attorney general should be pursuing, 
not me. It is his duty to see that 
Hopkins explains his remarks to Mr. 
Cushing and John Wiley, who were 
both present. I did believe and I 
still believe that their statements are 
true. 
“Tf the attorney general wants to 
prosecute me I will waive all privilege 
of this House and further I will sign 
the statements I have just uttered, 
so he can proceed against me for libel 
if he wishes.” 

Hon. Mr. Cross said he accepted the 
statement of the member for Calgary. 
He had made a denial and it was ac- 
cepted. This would end the matter 
so far as he was concerned. ? 

E. H. Riley said he would like to 
have a statement from Mr. Cushing, 
but the Speaker ruled him out of 
order and the whole matter was drop-

Canada will Discuss Tariff Ques- 
tion with American Tariff 
Commissioners. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 3.—With the 
olive branch of peace. held out on 
both sides, the representatives of thd 
American tariff board, Messrs, Emery 
and Pepper, with the United States 
Consul General, J. G. Foster, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, Hon. W. 8.

The Canadian 
view of this argument, however, 18 
tht the lower rates were intended for 
the benefit of the American consumer 
rather then for the benefit of the 
Canadian exporter of lumber, hides, 
ete., who uw have a little freer access 
to the Amevican markets. The new 
tariff was not intended as any con- 
cession te Canada and had a general 
appt cation, ednsequently nada 
does net see why it should make any 
special concessions to the United 
States in return.

Flood Near Butte. 

Butte, Mont., March 3,—A raging 
flood is sweeping down Deer Lodge 
Valley tonight and the water is be- 
ing backed over the surrounding 
country by constantly growing ice 
gorges. The Chicago, Milwaukee 
and Puget Sound and Northern Paci- 
fic Railroads, which follow the course 
of Deer Lodge River for miles, are 
threatened with damage. 

The torrent coursing down Silver 
Bow Canyon has indefinitely tied up 
the Northern Pacific, Malwaukee and 
Butte and Anaconda Pacific roads, 
west of Butte. The Milwaukee is 
also blocked by a washed out bridge 
east of Butte. With the exception 
of the Oregon short line, no freight 
has been moved in or out of Butte 
for more than three days. The Great 
Northern is tied up, seven miles of 
this road’s tracks being reported 
washed out north of Helena, Huge 
masses of ice are being carried down 
Deer Lodge River and the force of 
the torrents preventing the driving 
of piles to replase washed-out trestles 
until the watera have subsided. The 
main line of the Great Northern has 
been tied up since Sunday in North- 
erm Montana by snow slides

_NEW STORAGE BOOM 


INSTALLED UP RIVER 


Captain Bellefeuilie Returns From Up 
the Casketchowan—Givee It As 
His Opinion River can be Readily 

Mace Navigable—Has Navigated 

eo from ‘Prince Albert te Win- 

peg. 


_— 


Captain L, Rellefeuilie has return- 
ed to Edmonton from Bruce Island 
Encampment, seventy miles up the 
iver, whére he went during the first 
week of February to superintend the 
construction of a pile dem being buili 
by the Dominion government. The 
dam is being thrown across the lower 
end of the channel between Bruce Is- 
land ond the main land. As the 
island is about five mile’ long and 
the channel! wearly a hundred yards in 
width ,an immense storage boom will 
“be the result of the work. Its capacity 
will be almost unlimited and the dan- 
ger of loss of timber by ‘reaking 
booms will be entirely averted. The 
river channel! will also be kept clear 
for navigation, floating logs being 
caught and held in the boom. 

River Bed Frozen. 

Captain Bellefeuille reports the con- 
struction work on the dam to be helf 
completed. Great difficulty hag been 
experienced in driving the piles of the 
dam, The water of the charne!, which 
is only about three feet deep, has bean 
found frozen to the bottom, and ‘the 
frost to have entered into the river 
bed to some extent. Five gates are 
being built in the dam _ to let the 
water out in flood time if necessary. 

At the upper end or head of the 
channel, a heavy shear boom and a 
glance ‘oom. will be built. The work 
should be completed somé time this 
month, 

Captain Bellefeuille who built the 
government yacht here, which is to 
be used this summer in making a sur- 
vey of the river between Edmonton 
and Winnipeg, will’ not take charge 
of ‘the boat as was expected. He has 
signed a contract to4ake charge of the 
Alberta, one of the Winnipeg Navi- 
gation company’s Red river fleet, and 
will run a trip to Grand Forks when 
navigation opens. 

Can Be Made Navigable. 

The captain sailed the Alberta down 
the Saskatchewan te Winnipeg from 
Prince Albert: in 1908 in 19 days. in- 
cluding three days in which the boat 
Yay sunk in the Grand Rapids, the 
last of a series of fifty rapids between 
Prince Albert and Winnipeg. The 
Grand Rapids -ere seven miles long 
and have a fall of 180 feet in that 
distance. 

Captain Bellefenille is of the opinion 
that it will not be a diffienlt matter 
to make the channel navigable, The 
work will be done by taking out 
boulders and placing in wing dams. 
For this purpose a snag boat will ba 
built at Prince Albert. 

The new survey boat built at Fd- 
monton is unique in relying for its 
propelling power on an oil engine. 
One of thirty horse-power has been 
installed. The boat is now completed 
and ready to take the water. 


GRAIN GROWERS ARE SATISFIED 

Believed Saskatchewan Government js 
Sincere in Attitude on Elevator 
Question. 

Moose Jaw, Sask., Mar. 3.—"We tne 
board of directors of the Saskatche- 
wan grain growers association are 
pleased to note that the government 
have invited Mr. Langley and Mr. F. 
W. Green to serve on the elevator 
commission and we unanimously and 
sincerely hope that they will accept 
the position.” 

This resolution was passed unani- 
mously Sy the directors of the Grain 
Growers’ association at a meeting 
held this afternoon. Proceedings 
passed off very harmoniously. Presi- 
dent Gates gave out the statement 
after the meeting in which he said the 
air was cloar and the directors were 
all satisfied. 

It was the unanimous opinion of 
the directors, said President Gates, 
that the government are sincere and 
earnest in their desire to co-oerate 
with the farmers to bring about a 
satisfactory settlement of the elevator 
problem. Langley and Green, in view 
of the resdlution, will accept the gov- 
ernment’s eppointment. . 


AUTOS HARD ON THE ROADS 


In Massachusetts They Increase Cost 
of Maintenance 50 per Cent. 


Toronto, Ont., Mar. 3.—Chairman 
Harold Parker, of the Massachu- 
setts Highway Commission, told the 
Ontario Good Roads association this 
afternoon of the methods adopted by 
that state to secure a workable system 
of road construction and maintenance. 
The permanent state highway commia- 
510n was appointed in 1893. About 
800 miles of state roads at a cost of 
$15,000,000 had beem constructed as 
well as hundreds of miles of munici- 
pal roads. The aim at the outset was 
to connect the main centres pf popu- 
lation. Automobiles were also con- 
trolled and ligensed by the commis 
sion. Autos ifcreased the cost of road 
maintenance fifty percent.

Calves Used for Canned Chicken. 


Aylmer, Ont., Mar. 3.—It is report- 
ed that deacon calves, commonly 
called ‘Staggering Bobs,” are being 
shipped out of Aylmer ‘to Toronto 
again in large numbers.

The standing 
price paid for them is $1 each, The 
traffic is unlawful.

EDMONTON DAILY BUGLY TIN 


Total Production For Year Shows 
Increase in Every Branch. 


Ottawa, Ont., Mar, 3.—The total 
value of the mineral production of 
Canada during 1909 was a little over 
ninety million dollars, an increase of 
nearly five millions as compared witn 
the preceding year. Nearly all metals 
Show an increased output, according 
to the preliininary estimates contain- 
ed in a report issued today by the 
Mines Department. The total produc- 
tion of silver during the year is esti- 
mated at 27,788,590 ounces, valued at 
$14,358,310, of which nearly thirteen 
million dollars is credited to the 
Cobalt mines, 

There was a slight decrease in the 
gold production, which totalled about 
nine and a half millions. The Yukon 
gold output last year is estimated it 
$3,960,000, an incrase of $360,000 over 
1908, The total production of nickel 
from the Sudbury deposits was 28,845 
tons, valued at ihe furnaces at §$3,9.3,- 
012. An increase of twenty per cent. 
is shown in the production of pig 
iron in Canada last year as compared 
with 1908. The total production was 
757,162 tons, valued at $9,581,864, 45 
compared with 630,835 tons valued *t 
$8,112,194 in 1908. 

Coal and coke were produced to the 
extent of 10,411,865 tons vahied at 
$24,431,351, a somewhat -amaller pro- 
duction than in 1908, owing to the 
labor troubles at Nova Scotia mines. 


SENATOR JEFF DAVIS 
CONFESSES FAT FEE 


Arkansas Senator Who Has Thun- 
dered Against Graft and Corrup- 
tion, Admit Securing Fee for Log- 
islation he Advocates in House. 


Washington, D. C., Mar. 3.—Senator 
Jeff Davis, of Arkansas, who has 
thundered in the Senate against fraud, 
corruption and graft, and who has 
preached the doctrine of civic and pol- 
itical purity, confessed to the House 
committee on public lands that he 
had received a fee, and would redeive 
more, on the passage of the Arkansas 
“sunk land’ ’bill, now under consid- 
eration by the committee, The bill is 
drawn to quit title to about 100,000 
acres of swamp lends in the eastern 
part ‘of Arkansas, over which there 
is a dispute of ownership between the 
United States, Arkansas, the St. 
Francis Levee Board and settlers on 
the land who claim title. 

Representative Oldfield, of Arkan- 
sas, introduced the bill in the House 
at the request of Senator Davis, who 
said that Senator Clark, also of Arkan- 
sas, also approved the bill. Recently 
Senator Davis appeared before a sub- 
committee of the House committee 
in advocacy of the bill. The steno- 
graphic report of what he said con- 
tains the following: 

Senator Davis—‘I confess there is 
just that much of selfishness in it to 
me, because there is a good fee if I 
can recover the price of that timber.

BOUNDARIES MOTION 


Opposition Leader in Manitoba Legis- 
lature Proposes to Accept Boundary 
Enlargement Proposed by Federal 
Government = Report Presented of 
Workmen's Compensation Act Com. 
mission. 


Winnipeg, March 3—In the legislatwre, 
T. C. Norris, the opposition leader, to- 
day introduced a resolution which in ef- 
fect accepta the Federal Government's 
proposed boundaries for the enlargement 
of Manitoba, and suggest that the Do- 
minion government be asked to draft a 
resolution putting this into effect this 
session by resolution, the financial terms, 
which have been the bone of coptention 
to be left in abeyance, to be later nego- 
tiated by a committee of legislature and 
the Federal government. Mr. Norris 
agreed that Manitoba should have either 
equality with Ontario and Quebec in 
possession of its public domains or better 
financial terms along the lines of Sas- 
katchewan and Alberta. He thought 1t 
would be better to possess the public 
domain in view of the enormous wealth 
discovered in Ontario and he thought 
northern Manitoba was as wealthy. 

The report of the commission appoint- 
od last September by the government to 
enquire into the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Act, wos tabled today. The report is 
remarkable, as despite the widely diverg- 
ént spheres of the commissioners, their 
finding is unanimous. The commission- 
ers were Judge Locke, Thos. R. Deacon, 
president of the Manitoba [ron Works 
and A. W. Puttee, who represented Win- 
nipeg as labor member at Ottawa some 
years ago, 

The principal feature is that the cost 
of providing compensation, should be 
born entirely by employers and the word 
employer shall include the crown, muni- 
cipal corporations and those who usually 
employ five or more workmen. The com- 
pensation for death is to be fixed at 
$1,500, and a sliding scale for injuries, 
not to exceed the amount of the death 
claim, claimants to be limited to one 
legal remedy or procedure and in claim- 
ing must choose under which act thoy 
will proceed, that is, whether they will 
sue under the common law or the pro- 
posed act. Negligence shall not be a bar 
to recovery, except in the case of drunk- 
enness, and that injuries incurred in 
rescue or attempted rescne from danger 
or threatened danger to fellow employee, 
will be deemed to be in the ordinary 
course of employincat, 


TRAINS DELAYED BY NEW ACT 
Railway Officials Protest Against Slow- 
ing Down of Trains. 


Montreal, Que.. Mar. 3.—D. Me- 
Nicoll, vice-president of the Canadian 
Pacific, and George W. Vaux, general 
passenger agent of the Grand Trunk, 
today both expressed strong disap- 
proval of the working of the Lancas- 
ter Act, which compels trains to slow 


down’ to ten miles an hour in towns, | 


and villages and at level crossings. 
The rebut of this law, they stated, 
has been fo delay trains to such 1n 
extent as to frequently prevent _con- 
nections, causing great inconvenience 


‘to the business of the railways and the 


travelling public. It was stated that 
unless the law was soon modified it 
would be necessary for the railroads 
to alter their schedules, making the 
train trip a good deal longer, so to 
allow for the frequent delays caused 
by slowing down. 

Mr. MeNicol considered that the law 
was defective in many respects and 
that it would be much better to leave 
the whole matter of train regulations 
in the hands of the Railway Com- 
mission which received reports of 
e very accident and was thus in a posi- 
tion to make rules for the public 
safety. 

SIR WILFRID APPROVES SCHEME. 
Tells Georgian Bay Canal Delegation He 
Is An Enthusiast. 


Ottawa, March 38—‘‘Resolved that the 
Federation desires to re-affirm the para- 
mount importance to Canada. of the 
Georgian Bay canal and deems it advis- 
able to urge upon the government to 
make arrangements for the commence- 
ment of work, either as a public under- 
taking or by private enterprise, under 
proper safeguards, and with such assist- 
ance as may be necessary, at the earliest 
date’ 

After passing the above resolution, a 
large delegation from the Canadian Fed- 
eration of the boards of trade and muni- 
cipalities waited upon Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier this afternoon, 

“T am not only a convert but an en- 
thusiast,”” said the Premier in reply. “Tt 
is now a matter of finance. The Gov- 
ernment has too many publio works un- 
der construction to begin the Georgian 
Bay canal at present, but we hope to do 
so at an early date, There would be no 
advantage in giving the contract to a 
private company because none will take 
it unless we guarantee their bonds.,’ 


Tramp Charged With Murder. 


Parry Sound, Ont., March 3.—The 
coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
wilful murder against tramp Lewis 
Young. Doctors testified that his 
victim, M. J. Davis, an aged farmer, 
who was found dead in bed in the 
Montgomery Hotel on Monday, died 
from shock from the blows on . the 
head. There was no fricture of the 
skull or injury to the brain, A  con- 
stable swore Young admitted he had 
hit Davis, but had claimed he did not 
know why he had‘done so. 


Tariff Commissioners Entertained. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 3.—Sir Wilfrid

BOGUS BUTTER MAKERS. 


Congressman Moxley’s Plant 
rentened With Confiscation. 


Chicago, Ills., March 3.—For the 
first time in thé history of the gov- 
ernment’s fight on bogus butter 
makers, a great $200,000 factory, that 
of Congressman Wm. J. Moxley, is 
threatened with confiscation as a 
moonshiner’s plant. 

Not only is Congressman Moxley’s 
business threatened with being wiped 
out overnight, but he himself will 
face a penitentiary sentence if the 
evidence heard in Judge Landis’ 
court is substantiated before 
Federal Grand. Jury tomorrow. 

It was disclosed by the witnesses, 
who told that the biggest hotels and 
restaurants in the Loop ‘and even 
hospitals were users of the rancid 
stuff, often condemned by United 
States food inspectors as ‘‘unfit for 
human food,” but sold by the con- 
spirators in spite of the fact. 

Under = instructions of Federal 
Judge Landis, the Federal jury _ to- 
morrow will take up the investiga- 
tion where it was dropped today, with 
a view or featching in the government 
net the big manufacturers, who are 
supposed to have intimate knowledge 
of the gigantic frauds practised on 
the government and public by moon- 
shiners. The manufacturers who 
furnished the butterine are, according 
to testimony given today: Congress- 
man W. J. Moxley, John J.. Jelke, 
Cudahy, and Swift & Company.

There is no objection to any num- 
ber of gentlemen coming to this par 
liament and securing incorporation jor 
the purpose of buying, selling and 
dealing in grain, probably in tne very 
terms which are contained in this bill; 
but there is no reason why gentlemen 
who already have certain powers for 
another purpose should come here and 
obtain the legislation which they 
would be entitled to have df they were 
not associated together for that other 
purpose. As it appears to me, these 
gentlemen are getting the advantage 
of two separate and different situa. 
tions by legislation in the one bill, 
and the amendments to it. I submit 
that that is dangerous, looked at 
from the standpoint of the public in- 
terest, There is no reason why, if 
these gentlemen want to ‘buy and 
sell grain, they should not come here 
and get incorporation as a company 
to buy and sell grain; but, on the 
other hand, there is no reason why, 
in order that they may do that, they 
should come as a Millers’ Association, 
and ask that the Millers’ Association 
shall have power to buy and sell 
grain, 

I woud not wish to be understood as 
urging anything against the millers of 
Ontario, either small or large, organ- 
izing to defend their interest in a pro- 
per way, and I am not saying that this 
bill is an attempt on their part to 
organize imprope rly, But there is a 
feature of this bill that claims atten. 
tion. There is no doubt that the pur- 
pose of the bill is not, as my hon. 
friend from South Essex (Mr, Clarke) 
says, to increase competition, but to 
eliminate competition so far as pos- 
sible in the buying of grain. Now 
that is something that claims the at- 
tention of those who are interested in 
the selling of grain, and we ask = re. 
fore, that it be made perfectly e.car 
that this elimination of eo mpe ition 
in the buying of grain is not going to 
be of such a character as to injure 
those who are interested in selling 
grain, and in the maintenance of 
competition in selling the grain. There 
is no objection whatever to any 
of persons investing their capital

Pinchot Under Oath Declares State- 
‘ ment of Hit Former Chief Untrue. 


Washington, D. ©., Mar. 1.—As a 
‘climax to a day full of incidents, the 
secretary of agriculture and the former 
chief of the forestry service clashed 
in their evidence before the Balling- 
er Pinchot investigating committee, 
this afternoon. Mr. Pinchot, stated 
that he believed he had the consent 
of Secretary Wilson to write the 
famous letter to Senator Dolliver, 
which was read on the floor of the 
Senate, and in which he took issue 
with President Taft over the dismissal 
of Louis R. Glavis from the puplic 
service. Secretary Wilson stated that 
he gave Pinchot permission to write 
Dolliver on @! purely departmental 
matter, but that he never did give him 
and never would give him permission 
to write’ 'a Vetter criticizing the presi. 
dent of the ted States. Pinchot 
refused to answer the query regard- 
ing the letter unless ordered to do so 
by the committeé and it was evident- 
ly distasteful for him to be compelled 
to say under oath that a statement 
made by his former chief was untrue.

Montreal, March 2—Le Devoir now 
seeks to have Barl Grey recalled.

This will ive 
his first reception by a foreign sover- 
eign since his accession and probably 
will lead to a general lifting of the 
ban by European courts from which 
King Peter has been excluded because 
of the circumstances attending his 
elevation to the throne.

ago. But this was not unusual, There 
were many precedents for this action. 
He quoted the application of the C. 
P.R. to the Dominion government 
time and again for increased assist- 
ance. The C.P.R. had been criticised 
for coming back again and again for 
money, and people had then said that 
the C.P.R.  wouldn’t pay for the 
grease on the axles of the road. In 
the same way the A. & G. W. railway, 
when criticised by some of the legis- 
lators, had come back to the govern- 
ment, but not as the C.P.R., with their 
hands out for more money, but to 
vive the province a further guarantee 
of their good faith by allowing one 
million dollars to stand in the bank 
until the entire line was completed, 

This was an offer of a kind never 
made before and if he wanted any 
evidence of the company’s good inten- 
tion, it was on this acfion which had 
taken to assure their good faith. 

The Cost of the Line. 

There had been much talk about the 
cost of the railway. The ex-minister 
had offered to build the railway be- 
cause he knew the government was 
not in the business of building rail- 
ways and could not accept his offer. 
There were many precedents for his 
action. Sir William Holland of Tor 
onto had come to the Dominion Parlia- 
ment when the C.P.R. was being dis- 
cussed and offered to build that line 
for twenty-two million acres of lands 
instead of twenty-five million acres, 
and also to forego all exemptions 
from taxations. 

There had been statements that the 
C. & E. only cost $12,006 per mile. 
He did not know much of the charae- 
ter of that line, but he had heard of 
the conditions when it was building, 
from the member for Lacombe (Mr. 
Puffer.) Conditions then were 
different from what they were now. 
As an illustration Mr. Marshall told 
of a homesteader who was goine to 
spend the summer on the grade work 
of the A. & G. W. railway because he 
could get $65 » month for wages. 
This gave some idea of the amount 
that the company would have to pay 
as wages, ‘ 

Railway Will Pay. 

The House had heard much about 
the question as to whether or not the 
railway would pay. This was an old, 
old story; it had been urged against 
almost every railway in the country. 
fhe member for Calgary evidently 
thought that asphalt and salt were 
the only products of the country 
around Fort MeMurray. He quoted 
figures to show that the through 
freight alone would pay interest on 
the money invested and there would 
be passenger and mail and local 
freight rates in addition. At the 
present time, the C.N.R. officials in- 
formed him that the Morinville and 
Stoney Plain branches of the C.N.R. 
were the best paying parts of — the 
system and had better receipts than 
even the main line, 

Mr. Bennett's By-play.

Speaking of the specifications and 
as to where they were obtained, Mr,

SMALLPOX ON FIFTH STREET. 


Another case of smallpox was taken to 
the smallpox hospital Jast evening from 


S16 bilth street. Miss Davis, a governess, 
in the home ot D. W. MeDonald, being 
the victim, Drs, Revel and Smith both 
diagnosed the case as smallpox and the 
health officer had Miss Davis removed | 
and a quarantine placed on the house. 


Dr. Whithiw this morning gave the | 
Bulletin a statement for publication on | 
the smallpox situation in this city. He 
stated that more than one case of small 
pox has had its origin in the city, and 


trom some as yet undiscovered source, | 
This was probably a concealed case or a 
partially recovered case which had not | 
been treated by a physician and was 
therefore not diagnosed or quarantined | 
in spite of the vigilance of the health | 
officer, Dr. Whitlaw stated that there 


were probably other cases in the city of | 


the same character and that possibly a 
large number of citizens have been or | 
will be exposed | 

It therefore behooves all good citizens | 
to immediately call in’ their family | 
physician if the symptoms which are al- | 
ways present in the early stages of small- 
pox before the characteristic rash ap- | 
pears should be noticed, | 


“These symptoms are fever, headache, | 


backache, and a loss of 


appetite fre. 
quently accompanied by vomiting, These | 
symptoms being usually twelve days 


after exposure and four days before the 
rash appears and even in this latter | 
stage the disease may be communicated. | 

“ALL persons who have not been vacein- | 
ated should be, This applies to all per- 
sons who have not been successfully vac- 
cinated within the last seven years, Al- | 
though persons who have been vaccinated | 
Within the last ten years are very much 
less liable to take the disease, it is a 
very much better way to Be re-vacecin- 
ated even if it does not take. This will 
prove to the patient that he is immune. 
These suggestions if they are adopted by 
the community at large would make °t 
impossible for the disease to become an 
epidemic in the city, | 

“Montreal had an epidemic of this 
disease several years ago with the result | 
that several hundred lives were sacrific- 
ed betore the disease could be controlled. 
That we are peculiarly liable to the in- 
troduction of smallpox should be appar- | 
ent in view of the large immigration 
that we are liable to have into the city 
this year.”

GOVERNMENT SUSTAINED 


EMBEZZLED $5,000,000| BY MAJORITY OF EIGHT 


Belgian Chamber of Deputies Discus- 
ses Fortune of Dead King—His 


Money Smelled of Bibod—30,000,- 
000 France Taken From Public 
Domain. 


Brussels, Mar, 4—The fortune of the 
late King Leopold was a topic of dis- 
cussion dor hours in the chamber of 
deputies yesterday. The Jate king, as 
well as the government, came in for 
sharp criticism. Interest chiefly een- 
tres in an interpellation submitted by 
M. Van Dervelde, Socialist, who want- 
ed to know what claim Belgium had 
on the several corporations founded 
by Leopold and endowed by him with 
vast sums, 

M. Van Dervele recalled that Leo- 
pold had said his fortune amounted to 
15,v00,000 francs, but after his death 
the newspapers ssaid 70,000,000 francs 
had been found in the companies and 
foundations directed by men of straw, 
26,000,000 francs of the amount being 
in Congo bonds. 

Nobody could tel? what actuated 
Leopold in these transactions unless 
the accounts o? the Congo etate and 
crown domain were examined, but the 
books had been burned. It was thus 
impossible to know what the king did 
tor Belgium aand for the family of 
Baroness Vaughan, but any way the 
money he amassed smelled of blood. 

His fortune ought to revert to the 
Congo state for the improvement of 
the lot of those Congolese who were 
not killed in Leopold’s regime. 

M. De Lantechers, minister of justice, 
admitted that Congo bonds had been 
found among the appurtenanees of 
the royal toundations and he thought 
these ought to be transferred to the 
state, 

M, Renkin, minister of the colonies, 
sail he regretted he had eretwhile mis. 
takenly said that the Congo had re- 


funded to the erown foundations a 
certain amount considered from the 
latter,

And whereas by Chapter 16 of the said 
Statutes of 1909 the government was giv- 
en permission and power to guarantee 
the bonds of said railway company upon 
such terms aad conditions as might be 
agreed upon between the Government 
and said company; 

And wheeras a contract was entered 
into on the 7th day of October, 1909, be- 
tween the Government and the Alberta 
& Great Waterways Railway Company. 

And whereas the president of said com- 
pany has expressed by a letter to the 
Government_a willingness to make cer- 
tain changes in said contract and spe 
cify in same that the equipment on said 
voad at the time of its completion should 
tqual in value half a million dollars, and 
that he as president of said company 
would further agree to leave as a guar- 
antee that said road should be complet- 
ed, equipped, and operated, the sum of 
one million dollars, the said amount to 
be retained by the Government from the 
guarantee of the first fifty miles and 
held by the Government from the guar- 
antee until said road is completed, equip- 
ped and operated to the satisfaction of 
the Executive Council.
